Miss Ethel Lcneve, charged with the 
murder of Crlppen's wife, Delle El- 
more, the American doctor was com- 
mitted to jail to await trial for his 
life before the central criminal court.

riage rolled along. A crowd of men 
and women were clustered about tho 
door of the court.

Miss Leneve held 


an open umbrella before her face and 
partially escaped observation, but sho 
could not escape the torment of abuse 
which was heaped upon her. The 
crowd was the largest In the history 
of the trial.

for condemnation. 
But there is an- 


other kind of legislative abuse as dan- 
gerous to public weal In certain of Its 
aspects as corruption, and that Is the 
selllBh combination of the representa- 
tives of (he majority of the constitu- 
encies to expend the money of the 
government for the temporary bene- 
llt of a part or with little benefit to 
the whole. 


"It is the duty of the majority and 


tho minority to legislate always for 
the benefit of the whole people, and 
any enactments that look to the sel- 
fish exploitation of less than the whole 
at thc expense of the whole, and with- 
out the benefit to the whole, is a 
species of legislative abuse that comes 
very near corruption in its effect, and 
is perhaps more dangerous than cor- 
ruption, because of those who support 
Its defense.

London, Sept. 22.—Despite official 


reticence on the subject, actual ex- 
periments with real 
sharpnel 
fire 


against dummy aeroplanes and dirig- 
ibles down Plymouth way have con- 
vinced the British Army experts of 
the great difficulty of hitting aerial 
war craft with direct fire from quick- 
firing field guns or high angle fire 
from howitzers. The scout Adventur- 
er, which can steam readily at twen- 
ty-five knots, was specially detailed 
by the Admiralty for participation In 
the series of important experiments. 
Six man-lifting kites were attached 
to a length of fine flexible steel wire 
capable of giving them an altitude 
of two thousand feet or more. Five 
of -the kites were attached so as to lie 
comparatively close in a horizontal 
line, while the sixth was given 
scope of approximately five hundred 
feet, so as to serve as a steering or 
pilot kite. When all were well up 
in the air they were able to earn 
a spread of canvas resembling the 
airship more than an aeroplane. The 
firing was carried on by the Royal 
Garrison Artillery, from 
Whitsanc 


Fort, with twelve-pounder quick-firing 
guns, and by the 115th Battery Roya 
Field Artillery, whose men were sta 
ioned on the cliffs about two miles 
o the westward of the fort, manning 
ighteen-pounder howitzers. 
Firing began with the 12 pounders, 
he Adventurer steaming at twenty- 
ttnots at a distance about two miles 


shore. Each battery was ordered 


o fire a hundred rounds of sharpnel. 
S*o visible impression was made upon 
he kites, from which also balloons 
were suspended and 
the 
warship, 


hanging her course ar.J descritins a 
vide arc vanished into the haze. When 
she reappeared the roar of firing again 
vas on. Afer banging away for hours 
as the Adventurer steamed back and 
'orth with the trailing dummy aerial 
craft, one shell damaged the target 
somewhat. It is understood that the 
real purpose of these experiments was 
to test the relative merits of direct or 
hlg-h angle fire. On the whole it 
could not be held that 
the 
entire 


bombardment was very effective. Giv- 
en real conditions and the high speed 
which an aeroplane could have main- 
tained in such calm weather, it is 
very problematical whether the gunn- 
ers would have hit it at all.

iew before their commander-ln-cblef.
